3. The closest prior art is to US pat no. 6,247,837 to Wardberg showing flexible 
integrally blades set. The claims distinguishes over the prior art whereby the claims 
require an intermediate twist. No motivation, reason, or need has been found to modify 
the Wardberg reference's flexible integral blade set in the recited manner of a twist to 
provide the extended and collapsed condition as required in the claims.
